Tlio Goveruincnt must act aiul act 
quickly. The present is not the time 
for diliy-dally ing. Everything depends 
on a swift nnd sure stroke. Ilesitu- 
tion^would incx'eoBO tho confidence of 
tlie" Wtliiwa 'and enboldeu tho Indians 
to cast their fortunes with them. There 
should be no pnuso to count tlic cost. 
Prompt, vigorous and decisive measures 
must bo adopted. It is no o)ie's busi- 
ness now to inquire who is to blame 
for the outbrmk.;; 

to cast about for the caiwe; leave that 
to the House. "What tho people have 
to deal with is tho fffcct. They see 
before thorn a band of desperadoes ann- 
c<l to the teeth, who have started out 
to rob, plunder and destroy. Two 
victims have already fallen. Others 
may be marked for destruction. A 
whole community of industrious settl- 
ers, with their wives and little ones, 
their llocks and buildings, are threat 
ened. Such was the fancied security 
in which they had dwelt that through- 
out tho settlement the weapons will 
not arm tho men who have volunteer- 
ed to go against tho desperadoes. 
Everything dcpomls, as we have said, 
on prompt action, for should the In- 
dians rise the country will he de\-(iHtat- 
ed. Tho hands of tlie Governiuont, 
weak and incoinpelont as they are, 
must be strengthened by the .sympathy 
and active co operation, if need bo, of 
ttvcvy good citizen. AVhen tho com- 
monwealth is threatened, all must as- 
sist in saving it. When Die danger 
.shall have passed away, will come tlie 
reckoning. 

Stump Lake, where the herder 
EIelIiY was killed, is distant 20 miles 
south of Karaioops, on the road to 
Nicola, Douglass Lake, at the foot of 
which the outlaws are surrounded, is 
off the line of wagon-road and is ten 
miles from Nicola T>(ike and forty fi-om 
Grand Prairie. About 200 white 
men, wom<3n and ohiUh-eu have houses 
there.' There are great herds of cattle 
and horses in the valleya The country, 
which constitutes the chief stock-raising 
section of the Province, is rolling 
prairie and thinly timbered, except be- 
tween Douglass Lako and Grand 
Praii-ie, -where there is a wooded canon. 
Tho Indians are not numerous, but 
they were once inclined tobo mischievous 
and have sliowu some discontent on ac- 
count of land grievances, which were 
settled last summer. Perhaj)s from 
Kamloops to Osooyos Ij.'iOO warriors 
might be coUocted who speak one 
language and acknowledge a common 
origin. 

The next intelligence from the in- 
terior is looked for with anxiety; and 
those having friends in tho isolated dis- 
tricts are necessarily uneasy. The 
Superintendent of Police would seem 
to have acted with much promptitude, 
and tho steps he has already adopted 
. may prove effective. 

MOVNTED. POLICE ~FOR THE 
INTERIOR. 

Some years ago, during tho e.\:istenco 
of an energetic Local Government, a 
proposition was laid before the Dom- 
inion Government for the stationing of 
a company of Mounted Police in the 
Interior of British Columbia. It would 
be an act of supremo folly for the Gov- 
ernment of any small Province to at- 
tempt to maintain such a fox'ce. The 
expense would be too gi'eat ; but tho 
Dominion Government is amply able 
to do so, and in view of the recent de- 
plorable circumstance at Kamloops 
would, no doubt, be willing to station 
at least one company there to maintain 
order and assure the public security. 
At any rate, tho application ought to 
be renewed. The removal of the po- 
lice force from the Interior, in pursu- 
ance of a pennywiso and poundfoolish 
policy, has created a feeling of con- 
tempt for the law in .the minds of the 
aborigines and half-breeds which can- 
not be too soon efJaccd j and wo know 
of no more thorough means of restoring 
order and bringing desperadoes to ju.s- 
tice than the sending of a company of 
Mounted Police there. 



MR. USSMER'S SUCCESSOR. 

Personally, thorocan be no objection 
urged to Mr. Tunstall's appointment. 
Although without exj)erionce in ofilcial 
life he is said to be fearless, prompt 
and energetic. But wo do think that 
in making their seleetion the Govern- 
ment should have ehoson a man well 
acquainted with both district and peo- 
j)le. To send an entire stranger thei-o 
in the expectation that ho will be as 
efficient as a resident v/ho knows every 
inch of territory, is a mistake. How- 
ever, the Government have acted with 
promptitude in trying to lock the sta- 
ble door after the hoi'so was stolen ; 
but why did they wait till the liorse 
was stolen? 

J) rSA LL OWED A CTS. 

The Attorney General seems to de- 
rive comfort from the statement that 
two or three Acts of the Ei,liott Ad- 
ministration were sent back for amend- 
ment. We know of none, except tho.se 
that were spoiled by the tinkering of 
the Attoraey Genoiml^ Gommitteo of 
the Whole." In the matter of tho At- 
torney General's disallowed Acts, how- 
ever, being the only "lawyer" in the 
House, he "ruled the roast," and wliat 
has been the result i Three of the 
most important measures already dis- 
allowed and a fourth trembling in the 
balance! No other Province in the 
Dominion can show as many, reams of. 
.spoiled paper as thi.s.

EUROPE. 

.St. irAsi.ACiii;, Dee. 8.- De l.cs;si'ps, 
tho promoter of tho Pananm ship canal 
scheme, has sailed for Aspinwall. 

Pabis, Dec. 7. — The ministerial 
majority of 221 yesterday consisted of 
35 members of the left center, the en- 
tire group of 152 pure left, and 32 ad- 
vanced or (iainbelta's left. Erissson is 
among these last. The minority of 
97 comprisetl CO Bonapartists, 29 royal- 
ists ancl 8 radical.s, Pa.spail', (iiradin, 
Tullandier and T) other.s. Allowing 
for abscntee.s on leave, iierc were 
200 neutrals, about 20 royalists, 30 
Bonapartists and 150 advanced repub- 
licans present. It seems that these 
last were beginning to vote against 
the cabinet, when they perceived that 
a portion of tho right were doing the 
same, whereupon they cancelled their 
votes, not wishing to defeat the cabin(!t 
by co.alition with tho reactionaries.

A VIOTORY FOR THH NAVY, 
Exporimont in "SislcA Torpe&o Fierht- 

A night torpedo fight at Portsmouth 
is tho latest experiment in English na- 
val warfare. Within view of thousands 
of people who lined tho shores of the 
Solent, a programme of mimic warfare 
was gone through for the purpose of 
ascertaining the possibility of attack- 
ing, under cover of darkness, a fort 
whicl), in addition to being heavily 
armed, had a field of torpedo mines 
immediately in its front, for its de- 
fence. Fort Monckton was occupied 
by three mounted field-pieces, and com- 
panies of infantry armed with the 
Martini-Henry ride. The torj)fdo 
mine field extended over a surface of 
800 square yards, with a boom run- 
ning due north and south, protected 
with network and divers impediments, 
which would bo likely to catch the 
screws of the enemy's launches. Tlie 
dangerous field comprised tliirty-two 
electric cont.act mines and forty-nine 
others to be fired from Fort I\ronckton. 
The fort had two electric lights. The 
operations of the attack wore limited 
to destroying the electric cables, break- 
ing booms and obstructions, and run- 
ning lines of counter mines; tho opera- 
tions of tiic defcncn being limited to 
capturing or putting out of action the 
attacking vessels, At 9 o'clock the ex- 
periments began. The boom was soon 
forced, after a boat or two were placed 
out of action, but the navy held ila 
own. It liad several reverses, for boat 
after boat was declared beaten; but the 
boom iiaving been forced was as groat 
an encouragement as could have been 
desired. A few of tho rockets had cer- 
tainly gone ofl", showing that the army 
were winning; but No. 20 boat of the 
Vernon began to steal about and cut 
mine after mine, and the others follow- 
ed suit. A tremendous shock M-as 
felt as the boom was forced. A move- 
nuuit Vidiich was cleverly executed re- 
sulted in a groat victory for the navy.

They have taken refuge 
in fi log iiou.sc at the foot of Douglass Lake, 
armed with repeating rifles. Settlers 
aurrouiul the house, but can't approach, 
beCRusu there are no arms with which to 
attack them. Indians are thought to bo 
(UBisting tliem. Unless vigorous ntcan.s 
arc adopted I foav there will be an out- 
break of Indian.s. Jfove in the inntter. 
There are no arnn for the men who want 
to go to tlie a.s.si.itance of the settlers.

Iimnediatoly on the receipt of news 
sitnilai' in substanco to tho ubovo tologram 
tho Siiporintondcnt of Police held a con- 
ference with the leader of tho Govern- 
ment and at tlie instigation of the Super- 
intendent, who has clisjilayed commondablo 
alacrity in thi.s emergency, it wiis decided 
to charter a steamer for tho conveyance 
of a po.sse of armed men, eighty riflos and 
four cases of ammunition to New West- 
iiiiiister. So far as we could learn last 
night the steamer IMaude will probably be 
brought into requisition for tlii« import- 
ant service. Tlie party will consist of 
Superintendent Tndd (in command), 
Oiiicer.s Roycraft and Quain, of the City 
I'olice Force, Capt. V. Martin, J. Graham 
and four or five other spoci.nl constables. 
Tlic numerical strength of this ]io3sc will 
be increased to 15, either at New West- 
minster or other points on the way to tho 
.icene of the outbreak. Already "22 rillcs 
•f improved pattern have been forwarded 
to Yale by the steamer Roj-al City, which 
loft New \^'estlninHtor last evening; so on 
the arrival of the force at Kamloops tho 
settlors of that district will bo amply pro- 
vided with weapons of deleiicc and attack. 
We have, however, the following sugges- 
tion to offer: There arc at tho Dockyard 
a number of Halo's wnr rockot batteries and 
wo liiivo no doubt that one or two could 
be obtained for this service on applica- 
tion. The discharge-tube is so light that 
it may be carried, v.'ith a stand and cle- 
\';ition scale, on a mule's back. Each shell 
woighii 20 pounds. -V mulo can pack 10 
shells. Three mules would pack a bat- 
tery and apparatuB,,and 20 shells. Suppos- 
ing tho outlaws to 1)0 entrenched in a log 
cabin, a shell or two would dislodge or 
kill them, Tiio shells wore used in Abys- 
sinia and Zululand with grcit success. 
\Vc would also suggest that the force sent 
from Victoria bo uniforniod if possible, as 
tlio Indians hold uniforms in great awe.

THS FZSGAIIS STUEST 
Coroner's Znquost on tho Sodlos. 

An inquest was held yesterday after- 
noon before Hon. A. F. Pomberton, 
Coroner for tho district, on the bodies of 
Fong Pap and Sue Som, tho Chinese man 
and woman murdered in a house on Fis- 
gard street on tho morning of tho 10th 
inst. 

Mr. A. E. B. Davie and H. C. Courtney 
watched tho ciiso for tho proaecution and 
Mr. Eberts for tho prisoner. 

The jur}', consisting of Messrs. W. 
Hassard (foi-oman), F. Martin, J. Mitch- 
ell, G. MoOauley, Wm. Stirling and Thos. 
Ohnstio,havui^ beenlempaimelled, <then 
proceeded to view tho" fearfully mutilated 
romaiiiB of tho man. Having boon sworn 
in tho jury returned to the court- 
iwoin where the following evidence was 
adduced:. 

Kuin Shoong deposed as. follows — I 
know Fong Eap about tliroeYears ago; ho 
was aboiit 70 years old and was servant to 
the deceased woman in a house on Fisgard 
street for about a year and a half; I heard 
the lire bells ring last Wednesday morn- 
ing and went to tho house; it wa.1 burn- 
ing aiul some one told me a man had been 
killed and 1 tried to find out who had 
done it; I came to the police yard and 
sivw tho body of the deceased man ; ho 
camo from Hong Sang in tho province of 
Canton, China. 

John Miles deposed — About 10 o'clock 
cm Wednesday morning last I was in my 
cabin on Fisgard street and heard tho lire 
bells ring; I ran up tho street and saw 
smoke coining from tlio China house; I 
went to tho door and looked in to see if I 
could 800 tho fire; I then wont into tho 
hallway and camo to anotlier door and it 
was fast; I tried to open it but could not 
.so I broke it in and on looking on tho 
iloor saw some blood; the smoko drove mo 
out; I told the people oiitsiilo tliore w»s 
blood on the floor and 1 wont in again on 
my hands and knoos; I put my hand into 
the room aiul put it on tho body of tho de- 
ceased Fongl'ap; T caught him by one log, 
but the Hinoke was so dense that I had to 
go ovit again; cm returning again I took 
liim by the other leg and pulled him out. 

Sergeant Bloomtield deposed — On 
Wednesday vrlien tlie alarm was sounded 
I went to tho houso on Fisgard street and 
I saw the body of tho deceased man lying 
on tho sidewalk; it had just boon taken 
out of the house; I found the body to bs 
quite warm and bleeding from a wound in 
the loft side of the neck behind the ear; 
there were several other cuts about the 
body — two or three at the back of the 
I head; took charge of tho body; remov- 
I ed it to tho gaol and sent for Dr. 
' JIatthows; tho body had on a pair of 
I drawers and an undershirt; life was extinct 
; although tho body was still warm; the do- 
I ceased had in-obably been killed lo or 20 
! minutes. 

I J. 15. Matlhews, M. R. C. .S., depo.scd 
I that he was called to see the body of tho 
j deceased man on Wednesday morning; 
' he found tho deceased had been cut about 
' tho arms and hands; lie was also cut in 

many other places; two of tho wounds on 
I the head had penetrated tho bi-ain; a 
! third, behind tho ear, had probably in- 
j jurcd tho internal ear«tid artery ; tlio 
I body vas not cold at tho time. Either 
j of these tliree wounds would causo death; 
I iiiit death probably ensued from the 

ivouiid to tho carotid artery; I should 

think the wounds wero inflicted by sonis 
I heavy, sharp instrument; tho heat of the 
j tire woiild keep up tho tomporaturo of tho 

body, but the wounds wore doubtless in- 
I Hictod within three hours before I saw 
j tho body. 

I To a juror — The wounds could not pos- 
; sibly have boon inflicted by the man's own 
' hand. They wore probably caused by tho 
1 snnio instrument; but there is such a mul- 
' titudc of them it is impossible to sjieak 
with certainty on the point. The hatchot 
I produced would inflict wounds similar to 
j those on tlio deceased. 

This exhausted tho evidence adduced 
as to the causo of the death of tho man, 
and after a brief ctmsultation the jury ro- 
tumod a verdict that: — "Doooased camo 
to his death from woimds on tlio hoad in- 
flicted with some heavy, sharp implement 
in the hands of some pci-son or persons 
unknown." 

Tho same juiy was then sworn to in- 
(piirc into the circumstances connected 
with the deatli of tho woman, Suo Som. 

Tho charred remains having been view- 
ed, 

Michael Hart deposed that he went to 
the fire on Wednesday morning and after 
seeing the body of the man on tho side- 
walk ho went to tho back of tho house; he 
could SCO there was a bed on fire inside, 
and as soon as he could got in he pulled 
the bed out and saw tho figure of a wo- 
man lying on it; the body was partly 
burned; witness know tho deceased by tho 
name of See .Sam; slio always had a largo 
lot of jewelry about her; after the tire wit- 
ness searched the house and found two 
hatchets; one wa.s lying near where the 
woman's bed stood ; this one had no han- 
dle in it; the hatchet produced witness 
picked u]) in the kitchen. There was a 
smell of coal oil where tho woman's bodj- 
was; it was strongest about tho bed on 
which the woman laid; the fire doubtless 
originated tlioro, as the floor of the room 
was much more burned than any other 
part of tho house; noticed several largo 
cuts on that side of the woman's head 
wliicli was not burned. 

J. R. Matthews, M. U. C. S. , deposed 
lliat he saw tho body of tho deceased on 
Wednesday last. It was lying on its left 
side and tho lowor part of one of the legs 
and thigh was entirely Inirncd; the riglit 
sido of the skull was also much burned, 
and on the loft side just in front of the 
ear, near tho templo, there wore several 
cuts made by some heavy and sharp in- 
strumont; thoy jienotratod tho scull deep- 
ly; there were other wounds about her, 
but sho was so disfigured by fire that it 
would be hardly possible to say how thoy 
occurred; those in tho templo wero quite 
sufliciont to cause death; they woro I'.vo- 
bably indicted before the fire reached li<3r. 

To a juror — Sho was doubtless dead bo- 
f iro sho was burned as her position on tho 
bod would indicate that sho did not at- 
tempt to get off it. 

Knm Shoong testified that ho had 
known tho deceased for aliout four years; 
sho camo from California witli her hus- 
band and was then about 20 years old; 
her husband returned to California about 
two years ago; she has lived on Fisgard 
stieet and Fong Pap was her servant; 
hoard cif the tu'o on Wednesday mornhig 
and went to deceased's house; told tho 
firemen there was a woman in tho house; 
but he could not soo her; lie loft and after- 
wards saw her dead in tho police yard; 
she had upwards of $300 worth of jewelry. 

This exhausted the evidence and the 
jury returned a verdict similar to that in 
the case i.f Fong Pap. ' ■ '•

THE KAMLOOPS TRAGEDY. 



A PBOFSZTZC LSTTZSK. 



A friend has allowed us to make tho 
following oitract from a letter received by 
him ])y tho last mail. 

KiMioops, Nov. 28, 1879. 

* * *■ Wo have our little excitement 
about here^ 'iio shooting afiray as yet, but 
going to bo. The McLean boys— Hector, 
Charlie and Archie — and Aleck Hare (the 
son of Nick Hare) have taken to the 
mountains. They have stopped. a China- 
man between Hugh Morton s, of Copper 
Creek, and Savona, took his money, boat 
him till ho was all blood and threatened 
to kill him if next tims he did not have 
more money. They stole from G. "Wil- 
son, tho teamster, provisions and a sad- 
dle; from Johnny Wilson's ranch four 
horses and saddles ; irom tha reserve hero 
a horse and saddle. Thoy broke into tho 
store-room of J. Uron at tho forry and 
stole provisions; into tho camp of Har- 
per, 9 miles above horo, and stole blan- 
kets, provisions, arms, etc. Warrants 
have been issued, but nobody executes 
them. This is a lino state of things to bo 
terrorized over by four brats, who have 
threatened to bum tho jail in order to 
destroy tho records of their deeds. If 
these vagabonds aro not either arrested or 
driven to American territory it may be- 
come protty hot for us. This is a nice 
stato of things for u.s and a nice Govern- 
ment to allow it. At present nothing is 
beinjf done and everybody scarcely likes 
to leave his house for foorof boing robbed. 
I am afraid it will end in something more 
serious, for tho boys are armed to tho

Tho Loom for Motlakatlah,' 

Afr. Walter Clarke, of James Bay, has 

completed tho loom for !Metlakatlah Mis- 
sion. Tho loom is lift, high and 5ft. Oin. 
square, capable ol' weaving 10 yards of 
cloth per dioin. It is intended to manu- 
facture blnnkota, flannels, wearing apjinr- 
ol, etc., such as are worn in the countrj- — 
for USQ and not for show. The yarn is 
first of all wound on tho spools; the 
spools aro then placed on tho "spooler" 
and tlic yarn is wound oil' to tlio warping 
bai's (this is necessary to insure the threads 
from being tangled or crossed). The yarn, 
after having gone through the processes 
named, is taken off tho warping bars and 
placed on the yarn beam from which it is 
sup])lied to the cams, of which there aro 
four, and being alternately raised and 
lowered forms a sort of "shod" with tho 
cam, as tho base and wobof tho cloth form 
tho apex. Inside of this triangle tho 
"shuttle" is shot backwards and for- 
wards, thus distributing a lino of yarn 
across tho brcadtli of the cloth. This 
cross yarn is driven into its place 
by the lathe, through tho lower p.art of 
which tho yarn passes, boing kept in its 
place by tho beam. The wob of cloth is 
then wound around a suitable receptacle 
in the lower part of the loom. The cloth 
IIS it comes from tho loom is of the finest 
quality, wanting only tho finishing pro- 
cesses to render it as soft and smooth as 
first-class cloth. A fine, flmart-look- 
ing aborigine is to act as foreman of tho 
M'orks whoa thoy have been started at 
Jletlakatlah. Mr. Tyson, a practical 
weaver, Imd tho loom in motion yesterday 
and wove a very fino sample of durable 
cloth, the first produced m the Province. 

A( c;iDi',KT atP.vck Rocks Liouthouse. 
An accident, which was very nearly at- 
tended with fatal results, occurred at 
Race Rocks lightliouse yiesterday fort- 
night under tho following circumstances : 
It appears that Mr. Argylo, keeper of tho 
light, oarly on tho morning in question 
had been out seal hunting and on his re- 
turn placed his loaded rifle in the kitchen, 
first fading ths precaution to remore the 
cap. Shortly afterwards his son Thomas, 
a lad about 13 years of age, picked up tho 
weapon and having placed a cap on tho 
nipple commenced playing with it boforo 
his sister Gimco and a brother, about 5 
years of age. Suddenly the rifle exploded, 
tho ball passing clear through the shoulder 
(jf tho littlo girl, then grazing tho hoad 
of tho littlo boy and finally lodging in tho 
wall of tho kitchen. With all possible 
dispatch medical odvice, dressing, etc., 
for tho wounds wore obtained from this 
city and it was atfiMt feared that thogirl's 
shouldor was broken. Fortunately, how- 
ever, such does not now appear to bo the 
case and Grace is doing as well as can bo 
expected. It is littlo short of a miracle 
that both she and her brother wore not 
instantly killed.

End of a Oolobrated, lAbol Suit. 

Senator Millor sits for tho Province of 
Nova Scotia at Ottawa. Ho supported the 

confcdoratioii schismo in 1860, and when 
the union of tho Provinces was offoctodho 
w.as appointed a Senator. Ever since re- 
ceiving that appointment ho has boon tho 
mark at which the inalovolont shaft* of 
tho opposite party's organs woro levelled. 
Ho has been oponly accused of accepting 
a bribe to support confederation. Me has 
been charged with corruption andhis honor 
has been seriously impeached. This sys- 
tem of prosecution had boon going on for 
twelve years and ho bore with it patiently 
until a few days ago, when ho took tho 
proprietor of tho Halifax Chronicle into 
Court on a civil suit for libel, Amongst 
the witnesses for the plaintilT wss the 
plaintiflf himself and Sir Charles Tuppor, 
who completely disproved tho charges, 
whicli tho defendant then withdrow and 
tho suit was discontinued, each party pay- 
ing his own costs. Tho loarnod Judge, 
in consenting to tho withdrawal of tho 
suit, congratulated all parties. Ho said 
that law and custom riglitly gave tho press 
great latitude in dealing with public men; 
but the articles complained of had clearly 
passed the legitimate bounds of criticism, 
inasmuch as they impugned the honor and 
integrity of tho defendant.
